1 . I, the undersigned, am an inventor of the subject matter claimed in this application. 

2. This declaration is to estabUsh the status of the invention in the above-identified U.S. 
patent application with respect to Jun et al, "Synthesis of New, Nanoporous Carbon with 
Hexagonally Ordered Mesostructure", J. Am. Chem. Soc. 2000, 122 10712 (hereinafter "Jun"), 
which was relied on by the Examiner in the September 29, 2003 Office Action of this 
application. 

3. I am familiar with the patent application. The claimed invention of the patent 
application resulted from the research conducted by the three named inventors of the present 
application. More specifically, Ryoo Ryung, Ph.D., a professor at Korea Advanced Institute 
of Science & Technology (KAIST) in Daejon, Korea lead the research, and supervised and 
guided the work of the other two co-inventors. 

4. Prior to October 12, 2000, the claimed mvention was complete. Attached to this 
Declaration is a copy of research notebook pages recorded as the research was conducted. 
Pages 1 and 2 of the attachment show the processes for synthesizing the carbon molecular sieves 
referred to in the present specification as CMK-3 and CMK-5, respectively. Pages 1 and 2 were 
recorded by Sang Hoon Joo. Pages 3 and 4 of the attachment are XRD graphs of the CMK-3 
and CMK-5 molecular sieves synthesized by the processes of the foregoing notebook pages. 
The X-rays for the XRD graphs of Pages 3 and 4 were taken also by Sang Hoon Joo.
